“Voteless Washington,” or a considerable part of it at least, has 
at last gotten a long-looked-for Opportunity to express its opinion, 
if nothing more, in the looming 1928 presidential election. The fact 
that the District of Columbia has no voice in the government of 
the city of Washington, not' to mention the government of the 
nation, has been a constant source of irritation among thinking 
people in this locality. The obiyous reason for this continued dis- 
franchisement of Washingtonians seems too evident to mention 
here. , . 

Elsewhere in this paper is a ballot containing the names of i 
the five more prominent men of each party who appear as the 
most promising presidential timber. While this ballot means noth- 
irtg as far as the actual election in November is concerned, a real 
purpose will be achieved if the students and faculty of George 
Washington University support the poll.
